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(57) Abstract: A bearing seat for a 
ball joint with increased lubricity, 
wherein a plurality of dimples (51) 
opened in a spherical sliding surface 
(46) rotatably holding the generally 
spherical ball part (31) of a ball stud 
and storing a grease (61) are opened at 
staggered positions. Since the dimples 
(51) can be formed close to each other 
in a well-balanced state, even when 
the sliding of the ball part (31) is 
rather small, the grease (61) can be 
distributed between the dimples (51) 
to increase the lubricity. 
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
